3. Altaf Hussain, the editor of Pawn, attempted to explain by saying "Vs 
were doing nothing but publishing a statement of Soviet technological and constructional 
achievements of the last kl years.” The Germans replied, "If you want to aee that, | 
come to Vest Germany and see a revival of technological achievements, not In 4l years, 
but in 7 years." A German journalist asked, "How mch did you get for the dean thing?” 
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AXtaT replied tiiat he did not believe more than two lakhs of rupees were spent by 
the Soviets for the entire Pakistani press. The Journalist replied, "Had you told

6. On 3 November, U. M. Khan, the Chief Comiss loner, • called an emergency 
session of the same editors. He sold that when the papers sent their bills for 
printing the supplement to the Soviet Sub&ssy, a copy should go to the Secretary of the 
Chief Cosmissioner, and after payment, Khan was to be informed as to the method of 
payment (cash, check or kind). He said that if the editors received any gifts these 
too oust be shown. Khan said he had learned the Soviets were paying some with nevsprixt 
and if this were true, he would find out by checking newsprint licenses. (Headquarters 
cosnent: Another government agency reports that the Ministry of Information and 

Broadcasting issued a circular letter to all Pakistani editors through martial law 
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channels stating that if the editors decided to publish the supplement, they would 

be well advised to label every page of such supplement Advertisement” and to make 

clear that they reserved the right to coament on the supplement as they saw fit* 

Also an official Pakistani service reports that on 5 November 1958, the Pakistan 

Intelligence Bureau sent a telegram to its major offices which stated: "Newspaper* 

are likely to be paid by the USSR Embassy for bringing out special supplements or 

producing articles and features in connection with the USSR National Day on 7 November. 

Please require paper (a) to inform the designated officer as to the amount and nature 

of the payment; and (b) to insure that all such supplements or articles bear the legend 

"advertisement.") 

7. Khali lur Rahman, publisher of Jang , asked Khan why he used such a 

roundabout way instead of telling the press what he wanted it to do and not to do. 

Khan said he dellber&tley avoided the issuance of specific instructions. To a 

question regarding attendance at the Soviet Babaasy rece ption to be held 7 November, 

H. M. Khan said, "It is not for ms to tell you, but if X were you, I would not go."

Altaf Hussain said, "tfe censored/ supplement material heavily and we followed 
General Muhasmad Ayub Khan's advice that the government does not wish to Interfere 
in the business affairs of the papers but expects publishers to understand right from 
wrong." Khan said, "To my way of thinking, if the ’stuff* is unprintable without 
money, it is equally unprintable with a payment of money.” (Source comment; The 
following Karachi papers carried the supplement, and amounts listed are estimates 
based on advertising rates; Pawn, 10,000 rupees; Times of Karachi , 4,000 rupees; 
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
